Perfection Is Never Realistic 


Col. McCormick’s third-party idea could 
hav e the impact of a ripe tomato or a hard 
stone, depending on political circumstances this 
y ear. It might damage the Republican party 
seriously in Illinois, where the colonel wields 
great political influence. That would be a stone. 
There is nothing original about the idea of 
starting a new party . Another one is being 
talked about in Philadelphia. But Col. McCor­ 
mick’s reason for getting the idea is worth a 
second thought by ev ery one who tries to under­ 
stand politics. He claims it would be a more 
realistic arrangement than the ex isting one. 
The sav ing grace of the party sy stem in 
this country has been flex ibility . Indiv iduals 
whose opinions hav e hardened into irrecon­ 
cilable positions are prev ented from inflicting 
those positions on their parites. 
Since the primary purpose of the parties is 
to win elections, positions hav e been modified 
and traded back and forth endlessly . Had it 
not been so, the United States would hav e had 
either one-party dictatorship or multi-party 
chaos. 
It is this flex ibility in its current manifesta­ 
tion that Col. McCormick, a sy mbol of irrecon- 
celability at one political ex treme, would like 
to abolish. The particular kind of third party 
he proposes would be composed ex clusiv ely of 
people who think the way he thinks. When he

The n ex t time the p lain tiv e strain s 
of “ Don’t 
Let Them Tak e It Away !” come y our way , 
remember the first $10 bill y ou ev er saw. 
It was a lot of money , if y ou were raised 
in ordinary circumstances. It would feed a 
small family for a week. It would cov er the 
cost of a whingding. A $10 bill represented pur­ 
chasing power. 
Today it takes a $20 bill, or two $10 bills, 
to approx imate the same amount of purchasing 
power. The rate at which $1 bills pass through 
a spender’s hands is more than twice what it 
used to be. This giv es a spender the illusion 
of nev er hav ing had it so good, unless he stops 
to think about what he has. 
He has half the insurance he thought he 
was buy ing. If he owned sav ings or bonds, he 
would hav e taken a 50 per cent lo ss. Ev en with 
wage increases, he has only a fraction of the 
buy ing power he once had, because the* bitter 
fact is that wages cannot go up fast enough to 
offset a declining dollar. Furthermore, the 
faster they rise in the attempt to do this, the 
faster becomes the decline of the dollar. 
Besides, tax es hav e gone up so fantastically 
they would hav e wiped out all wage increases 
ev en had there been no cheapening of dollars. 
“ Don’t let them take it away !” scream 
the tub-thumpers of the we-owe-it-to-ourselv es 
school of funny -money manipulation.

The general’s words say what 
Congressional committees, because 
ef their partisan nature, hav e not 
clearly said and what the Amer­ 
ican people hav e not been told 
by any one who could speak with 
authority about conditions in Wash­ 
ington prior to the Korean War. 
For the truth is that the ad­ 
ministration 
spent fifty billions 
between 1945 and 1950 and y et 
was unprepared for the Korean 
War. Also it failed militarily to 
deploy its forces in such a way as 
to be able to make an effectiv e ef­ 
fort in Korea when the war did 
break out. General Eisenhower, as 
a military man, knows what that 
blunder cost the American people. 
The significant passage In his 
speech cov ers the entire situation 
in a few sentences when he say s: 


‘WHY 
ARE WE at war in 
Korea? 
“ We are in that war because 
of failure to observ e some of the 
principles for prev enting war which 
I shall outline tonight. 
“ We are in that war because 
this adminstration grossly under­ 
estimated the actual threat. 
“ We are in that war because 
this administration allowed Amer­ 
ica, in a time when strength was 
needed, to become weak. Conse­ 
quently it felt compelled to take 
its forces out of that region. 
“ We are in that war because, 
hav ing helped set up the Korean 
Republic, and knowing that streng­ 
th was being massed against that 
republic north of its borders, there 
was a failure to build up ade­ 
quate strength in Korea’s own de­ 
fense forces. 
“ We are in that war because 
this 
administration 
abandoned 
China to the Communists. 
“ We are in that war because 
this administration announced to 
all the world that it had written 
off most of the Far East as be­ 
y ond our direct concern.” 
This indictment can be docu­ 
mented from the record of what 
the secretary of state said and 
what pro-Communist adv isers told 
the State Department to do in 
abandoning China. The Senate In-* 
ternal Security Committee in its 
recent report, 
unanimously 
ap- 


ed serv ices ev ery month. Along 
with it has come disturbed econ­ 
omic conditions in the country 
generally . 
The general did not discuss the 
actual operation of the 
Korean 
War by our commanders, ham­ 
strung, as they hav e been, by the 
State Department, which has not 
asserted itself in the councils of 
the United Nations with sufficient 
leadership to win world-wide sup­ 
port for the cause. He did, how­ 
ev er, call for support of the U.N. 
itself and at the same time urged 
that, as a step toward peace, be­ 
sides military preparation, Amer­ 
ica “ make imaginativ e and prac­ 
tical use of ev ery other means of 
prev enting war.” On this phase he 
is hitting directly at the blunder­ 
ing job in world propaganda done 
by the State Department, which 
has consistently refused to let this 
activ ity become a separate opera­ 
tion, preferring to keep it as a 
subordinate and insignificant bur­ 
eau in a huge department run by 
pussy foot policies. 
The most important point that 
the general made was 
his 
de­ 
mand for clarity and consistency 
in foreign policy . He rejects the 
Truman-Acheson foreign policy as 
hav ing dragged the nation into 
was and as hav ing encouraged the 
Communistic regime in Moscow. 
He say s a new administration un­ 
der his leadership “ will mov e to­ 
ward peace by setting before us 
clear and positiv e goals.” He adds: 


‘MUST WE GO on with patch­ 
work, crazy quilt operations? Must 
we go on with one policy for 
Europe, a feeble policy for South 
America, little policy for the Mid­ 
dle Ea$t, and changing policies 
for Asia? Must we go on writing 
off the Far East at one moment 
and at almost the nex t finding our 
sons fighting and dy ing in Korea? 
Must we at one time woo the 
Sov iets as though they could be 
trusted, and then fall into hy steri­ 
cal fear of them? ” 
The demand for “ clear and posi­ 
tiv e goals” is a simple but com­ 
pact statement of what has been 
lacking and what must be supplied 
if American leadership is to be 
restored in the world—if the Com­ 
munist imperialists in Moscow are 
to hav e respect for the spoken 
words and acts of the United 
States. 
This was more than a campaign 
speech that General Eisenhower 
made at Philadelphia—it was an 
address of world-wide importance 
which will displease Moscow but 
will hearten the free world.
